Girls Defeat Boys 
In Entrance Tests 

The girls upset the boys’ last 
year record in the entrance phy- 
chological and cooperative tests 
given recently to all freshmen. 

In fact, out of 225 students who 
took the tests the girls surpassed 
the boys in scoring both phycho- 
logical and English tests. 

Out of a possible score of 200 
on the psychological test, some 
‘•female genius” scored 149, which 
is an excellent mark. Anything 
over 110 is extra good, accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Wiley Jenkins, director 
of ttye testing program. 

A maid student came close to 
thd 1^9 record, however, with a 
score of 145. Last year the, two 
top scores in the phychological 
tests were made by male stu¬ 
dents. 

In the English cooperative test 
all top honors went to the girls. 
The first four high marks were a 
71 and three 70’s. One straggling 
male came through with a 66. 
These English tests would seem 
to verify the adage that girls ex¬ 
cel boys in English, if the lowest 
score made, 17, had not been that 
of a girl. 

These tests, similar to those in 
other colleges, and given for the 
first time last year at TJC are 
another aid toward student-teach¬ 
er understanding.

Captain Sam Bass Tells 
Of Ulysses S. Grant's Life 


By JOHNNYE KENNEDY 
Loyd Downs Lewis, author of “Captain Sam Bass,” died in 1949, 
st before finishing this first of a four-volume series on Ulysses S. 
rant In recalling the Civil War chronicle he read with his Quaker 
andfather, Lewis remarked, “I can hear the guns at Shiloh.” 
Eventually, he became a newspaper man, but he never lost his 


interest in the Civil War. Two of his books written about the period 
are “Myths After Lincoln” and “Sherman: Fighting Prophet.” 

CAPTAIN SAM GRANT covers thirty-nine years of Grant’s life. 

These were years of the Ohio tan-yard, of West Point, of the Jeffer¬ 
son Barracks at St. Louis where he fell in love with Julia Dent, of 
the Mexican War battlefields, of loneliness at Fort Vancouver, and of 
hardships on a Missouri farm and in a Galena leather shop. 

These were years of struggle, poverty, and discouragement, but 
from them came the formation of Grant’s character. 

On his way j;o West Point Ulysses rode on the first railroad train 
he had ever scaba. His trip from Ohio to New York State was a sight¬ 
seeing tour fefl^the country boy, a boy of whom William T. Sherman 
later remembered: “A more unpromising boy never entered the Mili¬ 
tary Academy.” 

“From five o’clock in the morning until ten o’clock at night the 
drums were rolling, drumming Ulysses awake, drumming him to bed, 
to roll call, to inspection, to drill, to meals, to class, to study, and to 
the sunset parade. And the drums were hard for Ulysses’ feet to 
follow.
